HONGKONG AND 
CANTON. 


Our Government’s Position 
Explained. 


AN OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


The criticisms purported to 
emanate from. the vernacular 
Press of Catton and quoted with 
apparent rolish by the Canton 
Times io regard to the alleged 
hostility of the Hongkong Gov- 
ernment, towards the present 
regime in Canton have left the 
Hongkong officials quite unper- 
turbed, as the following official 
atatement made by the Secretary 
for Chinese Affairs to.a reporter 
of the Hungkony Telegraph in the 
courso of an interview ‘yesterday 
will show. 

Mr. $.BC. Ross summed up the 
position of the Hongkong Govern- 
ment as follows :--‘‘Wo are the 
traditional friendsof China—have 
always been friends with China— 
and with regard to the present 
political situation the only Gov- 
ernment we regar/as the Govern- 
ment of China is that of the 
President at Peking. It ia against 
any of these friendly traditions 
to allow hostile demonstrations 
against the Peking Govern- 
thent ‘or to give our approval 
to an. upstart.. Government 
in Canton. How could we pre- 
tend to be friends with Peking 
which bas always been on friend- 
ly relations with us, and at the 
same time allow demonstrations 
here that would lead to street 


‘fighting and such similar ‘dis- 


orders as have been-occurring in 
Canton ?: It is absuri to imagine 
tnat the majority of tho people in 
Hongkong are in favour of Sun 
Wen. If we allow demonstrat- 
ions in Xavaur of his tule we 
must also allow of demonstrations 
in ,favour of the 
Government of China, Such a 
course would lead to street riots 
here, a state of affairs which wo 
naturally could not tolerate.” 

In explanation of the notice he 
issued, warning local merchants 
not to have any-dealings with the 
present Canton regime, Mr, 
Ross said that the object 
of the Hongkong Government 
‘n this connection was — to 
perform a good-act for the mer- 
chants lest, under a rash imoulse, 
they might engage themselves in 
raising funds for a Government 
which at its best was only unst- 
able, in viow of its. non-recogni- 
tion by the Foreign Powers and 
by the other sections of the 
country. . 

“If Sun Wen can conquer the 
whole of China and can gaiu the 
Tecognition of the - Foreign 
Powers, then there can be no 
doubt that the Colony will receive 
instructions from the Home 
Government to fall in with the 
same policy. As the position is 
at present, there can be no two 
Presidents of China. Only one 
President can be recognized, and 
that President is Heu Shih-chang, 


Mr.’ Ross character zed the 
reports that have’ been current 
in. the Chinese press as so 
much nonsense. “No one outside 
the lunatic asylum could possibly 
believe there is any question of. 
getting any part of China. The 
question, if such exists, would 
fall under the province of the 
Colonial Office rather than under 
the Governor of this Colony. The 
actual! fact is that we want to 
trade with China and to bo 
friendly with her, and our method 
of maintaining that. friendship is 
to recognise the: Peking Govern- 
ment.” :

BIG FIRE. 


Oil Factory at Shamsuipo— 
Involved. 


A disastrous fire is in progress 
at a large peanut oi) factory at 
Shamsuipo, threatening the total 
destruction of the building as 
well as a valuable stock. 

The flames were noticed just 
after the hour of midnight this 
morning,’ and the. fire will 
probably burn for a good many 
days more. As to how the 
outbreak originated it has not 
yet been ascertained, as the 
sudden nature. of the  con- 
flagration as well as the 
remarkably quick ‘hold it 
vbtained on the building and 
its. inflammable contents at, 
present give the firemen 
no — other thougbts than 
those of dealing with it. 

When the alarm was recaived 
the equipments of both the 
Hongkong and Kowloon Stations 
turned out. The position of 
the building also enables 
the use of a firefloat, which 
was. quickly manned and 
directed by Mr. Moss of the 
Central Fire Station. Operations 
from the land side were conduct- 
ed under Superintendent Lane, 
but the inflammable chara ‘ter of 
the stock of the factory did not 
enable more than a perfunctory 
use of the fire-fighting equipment. 
The stock of oil was an exception- 
ally large one, and was stored in 
a large building some 30,000 
square feet in area. A plentiful 
supply ot water is available for 
the firemen, but it looks, at the 
present rate of progress as if the 
oil would have to: bo allowed to 
burn iteelf out. * : 

We understand that the factory 
which is situated on the fore- 
shore, belonged to the . Man 
Chung Co.

still exist as working places in 
our midst. 

As for the workman, he too, will 
begin to see things in a new light. 
He will view himself not merely 
as a wage-earner, — hiring 
out so many hours a day 
of his life to anyone who 
will buy them, but asa resp n- 
sible citizen of a great Empire, 
responsible by reason of his akill 
and his energy not to his employer 
alone, but to the state whose good 
name shines in the credit of his 
good deeds. 

For remember this—a_ point 
which the working man who-has 
served as a soldier indistant lands 
can never forget—the British 
working man is looked up to 
abroad with profound respect by 
all classes of societ, European 
and Asiatic alike I know this 
as a@ hard fact trom my own 
experience. : 

What the British workman says 
and does is%taken as a pattern 
and model all the world over, and 
it speaks little for the power of 
the mischief-monger and ex- 
tremist, now happily in the dec- 
lino of whatever popularity thoy 
ever possessed, that the name of 
tho British working man is ster- 
ling currency, value which passes 
everywhere amongst those who 
know the worth of loyal efficiency. 
and steady commonsense in the 
daily work of a powerful 
nation. 

No land but ours is given the 
the credit for that temperate 
wisdom which is the birthright 
of no special class, but runs right 
down the social scale from the 
most gifted and fortunate in the 
goods of the earth to those whose 
inalienable treasure is laid up ia 
their own stout hearts and will-! 
ing arms, those who are’ never 
poor while they retain the riches 
of the spirit. Po

“THE LINER, SHE’S 
A LADY.” 


But Her Fuel Bill! 


.Tha romance of sea-barne com- 
merce is buried by our‘modern 
commercial outlook in tables of 
statistics arid economic curves. 
We invest with « highly ex- 
aggerated Tomanticism the 
voyages of the Elizabethan mar- 
chant venturers, and by contrast 
figure the ocean-going merchant- 
men of to-day as drab and com- 
monplace creatures, There was 
asporadic outburst of adulation 
for the merchant seamen during 
the war, when they faced the 
worst that man’s hostility could 
invent with same cheerful 
courage that they always 
faced the antagonism — of 
the elements. ‘hose days: are 
past, and national interest in the 
Merchant Service is ina large 
measure restricted once more to 
the Board of Trade Returns o 
Imports and Exports. - 

We want a new Hakluyt to 
put the story of the “tramp” 
vividly before us. For it is the, 
tramp steamer that is the back-' 
bone of trade. Three-fifths of the 
mercantile marine consists of 
ships with less than 12 knots 
speed, and in these -days 
when aeroplanes spin along 
at 150 miles an hour 
when motor transport on land 
covers the ground at an av-rage 
of 20 miles an hour, and luxury 
travelling. by motor-car’ touches 
fifty, when the newspaper-reador 
fornis his idea of the mercantile 
marine from descriptions -of 
‘ Atlantic Greyhounds,” the slow- 
moving tramp appears to be.an 
insignificant survival of a slow 


age. w . 

The shipping world knows bet- 
ter. It has learned by hard 
experience that speed is a costly 
thing, so costly,.indeed, thot 
commercially it.. becomes _ use- 
less if pushed to extremes. It 
is oa noteworthy fact that the 
biggest ships completed since 1918 
do rot excead 22,000 tons displace- 
nient and that their speed has 
come to 18 knots from the 25 
knotéof the Mauretania. “The 
liner, she’s a lady,” but there are 
no January sales of furbelows 
for her. The fuel bill knows: 
nothing of clearances of a man- 


ufacturer’s stock at:-less than cost 
price, states a writer in the Navy 
(the organ of the Navy League). 
Moreover—and the landsman 
is apt to overlook the analogy— 
land trade is not carried, to any 
extent, by the great expresses, 
the Flying Scotsman and the 
other famous non-stop trains. It 
is carried by the goods trains 
that average perhaps 15 miles an 
hour.- So with sea‘trade. The 
bulk of it is borne by the tramrs, 
moving at their economical 8 or 
9 ~~ knots. They, too, are 
affected by the price of coal, and 
consequently there are signs that 
we are on the verge ofa new 
chapter in the romance of thé 
tramp, a, chapter that ‘in 
some respects in a turning 
back of pages. We may 
see a new type of sailing maring 
grow up, the sailing ship fitted 
with an auxiliary motor that will 
take her by its own power in and 
out of harbour, and will move her 
slowly onwards when the winds 
fail her. The marine oil-enginoe 
of to-day for this purpose can bo 
built up to-800 horse-power to 
function reliably. Working costs 
are lower than with. coal-fired, 
steam-driven ships, and! much 
lower than with ships that burn oil 
in.their furnaces, admittedly the 
most wasteful way of obtaining 
power. ‘The cost per ton of cargo 
carried on a sixteen days’ trip is 
computed to be 9s. Id. in the 
motor-driven ship, 15s, 4d. in the 
old-type reciprocating steam- 
engined ship with coal] fires, dnd 
1%s. 11d. with oil-fired boilers. 
The cost with the  sailing- 
auxiliary would naturally be 
lower still, since the motor would 
only be used occasionally, and 
most of the power would be 
obtained free from the wind. 
We have dealt at tus much 
length wi h a novel aspect of the 
“tramp” because in some 
measure that toiler of the deep 
has suffered in public estimation 
from an unlovely exterior,. Her 
very name has in it a suggestion 
of reproach, of sloventiness. The 
sailing ship, to a generation that 
has rarely seen one and knows 
fit mainly from the idealised 
works of Royal, Academicians, 
js a ‘thing . of. - beauty, 
grad) and neatness, That tradi. 
tional belisf should go some way 
to r-habilitate the “tramp’’. if 
wiy jarge number of: sailing: 
auxiliaries. come into service to 


carry our trade. That in itself 
, however, is not enough. A new 
national conception of the sea- 
trader is needed. Ho must be 
set in his right relation to our 
national] life, not as a-cypher in 
tabulated statistics, but as a man, 
doing a man's work, under con- 
| ditions of peculiar danger and 
peculiar hardship. A nation that 
was worthy of.its mariners could 
not read unmoved such a story as 
that which was tucked away on 
the oack pages of our newspapors 
the other day. The Pacific Steam 
Navigation Company’s steamer 
Huanchaco towed the propellur- 
lees British Peer 1,560 miles in 13 
days in spite of gales, It took 
more than 24 hours in the raging 
seas to pass tow-ropes from 
one to another, to begin 
with. ‘Speed all the time was 
dead slow for fear of snapping the 


hawsers. At times-the seas ran 
so high that the master of the 
Huanchuco could not see the fun- 


, 


nel of the vessel he was towing. 
And aJi throughout the last day 
of that long tow a howling gale 
raged. 

“Ye gentlemen of England, 
that sit-at home at ease “—what 
have you to show equal to the 
stout heart that made that feat 
possible ? ; 

It was only a “record” in the 
distance towed.. No doubt it 
would have passed unnoticed but 
for the statistical interest of the 
mileage. No douht it has already 
passed into the lumberrooms of 
memory with all those stories, 
that should be deathless, of the 
quiet courage of the merchant 
seamen in war. Who can toll. 
to-day, the story of Coquet? 
Who remembers the unflnching 
valiance of the boy-officer: of the 
Thracia? The dogged defiance 
of danger by the crew of the 


Cedarwood that others might go/| 


safely? : : 
Those nanies, we fear, conjure 
up a vision to but few. of 
tho3e who read them now. The 
spirit that animated the merchant 
service then- is the spirit that 
animates it always. Tha. spirit 
it aovriceless heritagd from. the 
merchant venturera who teid the 
foundations of our sea-borne 
trade, It is but lip-servica to 
the glory of Sta Power to vaunt 
the fame of Hawkins in doublet 
and.hose, and to forgot the fame 
a thousand Hawkinges in duffel 
goats or dungarees. °°

THE JAPANESE ALPS. 


Pioneer Climber Narrates 
His Expericnees. 


An exceptionally interesting 
and racy narrative of his recent 
explorations inthe Japanese Alps 
was given by the Rev. Walter 
Weston, M.A, F.RGLS, to the 
members of tne Japan Society 
and their friends at the Hall in 
Hanover Square, London. 

Mr. Douglas W. Froshfield, 
D.C.L., who presided, said he (Mr. 
Fresbticld) was one of the few 
English ‘globe-trotters who had 
discovered that Japan had more 
than one mountain. He protested 
against the catchword that Japan 
had been spoiled for the tourist; 
it had been only spoilt for the 
traveller who had not cnergy 
enough to go outside the coast 
towns, fur un the interior they 
could still find the unmitigated 
Japan of which they had heard 
and seen pictures since childhood, 
They know that Mr.’ Weston 
went out to Japan to look after 
the spiritual welfare of the Eng- 
lish community at Yokohama, 
but he had found that the com- 


munity was in such a sound | 


condition that he had to use his 
untiring energy in other ways. 
(Laughter). 

.The lecturer recalled that some 
ten years ago Mr. lreshfield was 
President of the Alpine 
when he (the lecturer) camo home 
from Japan and gave his first 
lecture on the Japanese Alps; 
five years later he spoke on the 
same sabject before the Royal 
Georgraphical Society, when Mr. 
Feeshfisld presided,’ and that 
night Mr. Freshfield was again 
in the chair. These coincidences 
reminded .him of ‘the Japanese 
proverb, “ Beware of preaching 
sermons before the enlightened 
one.” (Laughiter,) Referring to the 
similarity between the ancient 
Greeks and the Japanese in their 
worship of mountains, Mr. 
Weston pointed out that the 
worship of the Japanese was 
more .coloured. by superstition 
and fear, which was traceable to 
the destructive powers of the 
volcanoes in their country. A 
thousand years ago the Japanese 
authorities, alarmed. by the 
violent behaviour of an active 
volcano in the Youth, awarded it 
the Order of the Junior Branch 


‘tuken-place.

toa large extent, from the operation of their own decisions. 
In other words, the most ellicient and, beneficial direction 
can be given by trained experts to whom the: performance 
of duty is just that and nothing more. Olficials of that 
kind are {ree to shape policies and pursue courses nearer 
the ideal than could be franied by those to whom 
legislation. means either profit or loss. We in tongkong 
nust be honest to ourselves in’ all this and must: put 
away ranting gallery-play in favour of realism, Hongkong 
is the home of strony. vested interests, of sharply distinct 
communities—a Colony wherein Uie ” grinding of axes 
is by no medins unknown, and one cannot. view with any- 
thing but apprehension a movement that has as ils object 
- the giving of power to men drawn from private interests, 
no matter how disinterested those who sponsor that move- 
ment might be. If our present Government 1s soinetimes 
slow to act it has the merit of being just—it is competent 
if conservative and it is free of all those objectionable 
abuses that creep into “ democratic” administrations. 
We join with our reformers in wanting non-Chinese 
unoflicials elected; we would deny the Chamber of Com- 


merce the privilege of a special representative seeing that]: 


its interests are common to our own—the efficient adminis- 
tration of the Colony; we would have those unoflicials ‘sit- 
ting on our Council and expressing known public ‘opinion 
. for the guidance of our law ‘makers, but we see in the 
demand for an unofficial majority a danger for out-weigh- 
ing any benefits that would accrue. We are sceptical of

blems and we are‘certainly dubious as to their fitness to 
hold the balance between the various claims of this 
cosmopolitan community. Our unofiicials already sit in a 
majority on our Public Works and Finance Committees, 
and they are free to make in Council the speeches they 
now nae outside.

“Extrality” 


At present only an outline of 
the Sino-German Treaty has been 
published. The outstanding 
feature of it is the surrender of 
oxtra-territoriality. This is a 
vivid example of the changes 
wrought by the whirligig of time. 
In November 1897 a German 
naval squadroon seized Kiao- 
Chau and compelled China to 
grant o valuable concession, 
whilo a  fow | years 
the. Kaiser’s nominee, Count 
Waldorsee, headed the march 
of the combined Western armies 
Now Germany 
reopens her relations with China 
on a footing that. might almost be 
called that of a suppliant. While 
this presonts a.dramatic revorsal 
of positions, it carries a 
significance that will no doubt be 
realisod by the commercial ecom- 
munity. The sacrifice of such a 
valuod privilege is ‘oloquent of 
Germany's efforts to get a share 
somehow in the hugo’ indus- 
trial expansion that Germany 
is expected to ‘witness in 
the coming years.. Numerous 
signs of Gorman activity have 
already been forthcoming. ‘The 
surrender of extra-territorial 
tights is a matter of importance 
to other nations now that China 
is stirring herself to secure 
abolition, At present Germans 
will probably not bo deeply 
affected by their different status, 
seeing that most of them are 
likely to be found in the Treaty 
Ports, where thay will have the 
protection afforded by the Mixed 
Courts. Thesurrender, however, 
constitutes a sort of precedent, 
which will lend encouragement to 
China in her efforts for abolition, 
which, it issaid,she is planning 
to bring before the League of 
Nations. There are signs 
enough, though, that the ill-con- 
solidated Republic is yet a long 
way from having established ao 
competent and impartial judiciary 
of its own, witness tho treatmont 
of Russian subjects and property, 
which has. impelled Moscow, 
despite the Sovict's anxiety for 
a trade agreement, to stipulate for 
certain safeguards,

In, the 
case quoted the defendant. had a 
particular reason for not using 
her husband's name. Tho 
Magistrate, however, apparently 
laid duwn, in effect, the general 
proposition that a woman can, 
by usage, acquire a name other 


than her husband’s, Change of 
name can he effected by Royal 
licence, deed-poll, newspaper 
announcement, or simply by 
usage, but it is a matter for 
surprise to hear that this applies 
to any married woman without 
her union having been ‘dissolved. 
Of course, there was the ‘case of 
the — recently-deceased Mrs. 
Anderson(Miss Mary Macarthur), 
who may have continued the use 
of her maiden name because: she 
had become well known before 
her marriage. Formerly it was 
the custom for wives to do this; 
we have read somewhere that 
Sir J. M. Barrie’s mother, away 
in the Highlands, where the 
custom survived longest, used 
her maiden name of Ogilvy; 
but under modern conditions the 
practice would be inconvenient, 
to say the least. :

An estimate has been made by” 
the Board of Trade of the possible 
earnings of British shipping for 
the current year, though it is 
explained that any attempt to 
indicate the prospects of shipping 
for the whole of 1921 “is little 
more than speculation.
